a conference report ou the Fitz John Porter 
bill. The effect ia to «itike but of tho bill the 
words, "Together with all riglita, titles aud 
privileges" and to insert the words "provided 
that said Fltz John Porter shall receive no 
pay,, compensation or allowance whatever 
prior to his appointment under this act," In 
stead of the following words In tbe bill, "Hut 
this act-shall not be construed authorizing" 
pay, compensation or allowance prior to bis 
appointment under It" The conference re- 
port was agreed to, 158 tot)!. 


Payson, committee on'publlclands, reported 
back the bill to restore all lands held In In- 
demnity limits for railroad and wagon road 
purposes.

ed to sustain the point ot order. 


The proposition was therefore not ad- 


mitted. 


The committee then rose and the house 


agreed In bulk to all the amendments reported 
except sulking out tbe proviso as to corope.fi 
satlon of fourth-das'! postmasters. A vote on
